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No Official News Yet on Signing of Armistice 


Mutiny in Fleet, Riots in Cities 
Show Huns Realize War Is Lost 


LONDON, Nov. 8.—That the Germans at home consider 
the battle lost is indicated by internal troubles, There have 
been demonstrations in Berlin; a mutiny in the fleet at kiel 
has taken place; there has been rioting in Hamburg, where 
heavy fighting in the streets is reported; strikes have broken 
out at Cuxhaven and Wilhemshaven, and the greater part of 
Schleswig is said to be in the hands of the revolutionists. 

Whole Fleet in Revolt 

LONDON, Nov. 8.—Virtually all the German fleet has 
revolted, according to a dispatch received from The Hague. 
The men are complete masters at Kiel, Wilhemshaven, Heligo- 
Jand, Borkum and Cuxhaven. 

At Kiel the workers have joined the navy men and de- 
clared a general strike, says the dispatch. 

U-Boat Crews Join

THIRTEEN DEATHS 
WERE RECORDED UP 
| TO NOON THURSDAY 


Thirteen deaths are recorded by Ed- 
monton undertakers since midnight 
Wednesday. At noon Thursday the 
death toll stood at 216 as far as can 
be ascertained from reliable sources,

Sir The citizens of Edmonton 
should by this time be thoroughly 
impressed with the seriousness of the | 


epidemic in this city For almost 
four weeks we have had it with us in 
all its terrible fatality and today fc is 
still unchecked, One cannot help en- 


quiring why this city, of comparatively | 


small population, in a rarified atmos- 
phere, should suffer so severely; also 
why the disease seems so hard to com- 
bat successfully. Let us look at the 
situation from the viewpoint of a lay- 


man who has had some facts forced | 


home through the experiences he has 
met during these weeks. 

First of all, I would eay that my 
remarks are not intended as a critic- 
ism Of the effort that is being made 
by Dr. Whitelaw and his fellow 
physicians. This is no time to criticize, 
but to suggest and put into action any 
other methoda that would reasonably 
be expected to help the situation. That 
is the purpose of this letter, 


Has any remedy beer found or pre- } 


ventative discovered for this influenza? 
indeed, that among 
medical men there should exist such 
widely divergent 
as the merits of various suggested 
remedies; even, indeed, as to the use- 


| fulness of these masks with which we 


are torturing ourselves here in Ed- 
monton. Passing over the apparent 
failure of medical science to find a 
real remedy for the disease, let us 
look at the fact that in the copper 
mining districts of Canada there are 
no cases of “flu.” If our authorities 
want confirmation of this statement, 
they may have it by wiring the mayor 
of the town of Copper Cliff, Ontario. 
It would appear, therefore, that where 
the fumes of copper and sulphur exist, 
this disease cannot get a hold. 

That at once suggess the method 


‘of fumigation as a means of checking 


its spread and I believe that is the 
only real remedy that has been proven 
effectual, 

Every doctor and.volugteer. worker 
will tell you that the worst cases they 
have met have been in the homes 
where good ventilation was lacking

the entire city, A full report of every 
infection should be in the 
hands of our central committees, This 
canvas seems a big task but it isn't, 
is willing to help.
